The real rea- 
fon, it delieves, js thut the 
Government wants to #0 on 
protecting home agriculture to 
avold losing votes, 


The Economist's view is that 
the two categories of ¢rade can- 
not be kept = separate in 
practice: 

“European agricultural nations 
(lt says) that have hotly pro- 
tested ubout (Britain's altitude) 
can fairly be asked by nom 
agricultural and  non-pvlitical 
Britons who dislike Britain’s 
excessive agricultural protection 
as much as they do to ponder 
how long they really think that 
Britaln will be able to main- 
(nin this one blatant moral 
weakness In {ts reservations 
once the trend: to freer trade In 
Industrial goods Js afoot. The 
point to note fs not simply that 
without Its exclusion of agri- 
culture Britain would not join 
free trade area; it ts that if 
Britain remained cutside the area 
there would be Hithe hope of 
ever loosening our agricultural 
protectionism. while now we 
are coming in useful pressures 
will surely arise. Liberals—on 
{he Continent as in Britain— 
should think this one out—~with 
an inscrutable smile.” 


Opponents 


Opponents of free trade have 
already ‘thought It out—and 
found nothing to smile about, 
It ds at least debatable whether 
inclusion of agriculture in the 
free trade area would jeopardise 
what remains of imperial pre- 
ference or not. But need to give 
fome protection to home agri- 
cultura for purely nan-political 
reasons ‘ls incontestable, 
Economically and strategically 
Britaly would be weakened . If 
her agricultural industry were 
expored to full blast of Euro- 
pean competition, 

On ‘the other hand one cannot 
extol the advantages of 
economic specialisation and 
maintnin o case for excluding 
agriculture. Fortunately, how- 
ever, the choice is not between 
{ree trade with agriculture or 
no {reco trade at all. Even 
common market countries which 
propose to go farther lowards 
economic integration than Bri- 
tain ever contemplated recognise 
special position of agriculture. A 
compromise to satisfy: both 
purists and protectionists should 
not be impossible to find—
